REMARKS 

In response to the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application mailed 
April 2, 2004, Applicants have deleted the extensive textual descriptions for Figures 3-10 
and have amended the ispecification to include the same deleted descriptions listed in the 
captions of Figures 3-10. No new matter has been added by these amendments. 

Applicants note that the nucleotide sequence as shown in Figure 23B as originally 
filed does not encode the amino acid sequence shown in Figure 23B. The amino acid 
sequence shown in original Figure 23B is correct but the DNA sequence contains a 
misplaced sequence of nucleotides that must be moved to provide the correct sequence, as 
shown in the appended marked up copy of Figure 238. The correct nucleotide sequence 
encoding the antibody is reflected in the current embodiment of SEQ ID NO: 16. 
Applicants have canceled original Figure 238 and inserted therefore a replacement Figure 
that contains the correct amino acid and nucleotide sequences. Applicants further note 
that one skilled in the art would recognize the obvious error in the nucleotide sequence 
shown in original Figure 238 and would readily appreciate the correction needed to make 
the nucleotide sequence correspond to the amino acid sequence. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
